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THE LANGUAGE OF THE 
CHINESE PARLIAMENT. 


—— 
(Daily Press, 25th November.) 

Should the Chinese, as they promise, 
establish a system of representative Goyern- 
ment, there is one point of detail which has 
hitherto not been referred to, but which will 
probably be found to tax even Chinese 
ingenuity to adjust quite satisfactorily. 
If an Imperial general assembly with elective 
members be established, it is a curious 
speculation how they will arrange as to the 
dialect in which the discussions are to le 
carried on. The Mhinese dialects, as our 
readers are well aware, differ so much that. 
Chinese from one Province are often quite 
unable to understand those from another ; 
and even where they do so to tome extent, 
they have frequently to resort to & pan- 
temimic writing of a character with the 
finger of oue hand on the palm of the other 
to make themselves understood. If there- 
fore, there is a bona fide elective system, it 
is difficult to understand how the hon. 
member for, cay, Shanghai with broad and 
completely local pronunciation is to make 
himself understood by, say, the member for 
Canton with the well known snappy pro- 
nunciation o: that district, or how either 
of them will he understood by members 
from Peking speaking the official dialect 
and entertaining a hearty contempt for 
those of any other part of the Empire. The 
solution which will naturally occur to the 
Chinese is that all discussions must be con- 
ducted in the official dialect, and no doubt. 
at first at least, this will be the plan resorted 
to. At all events it may be taken as toler- 
ably certain that only men who were well 
conversant with the Kwan Hua would be 
likely to be selected as members of the 
Council or Assembly, aud thus the chvice 
would be restricted to a comparatively 
litsited class in many places, while in others 
such as Tientsiu and the northern cities and 
districts generally a much larger field would 
be open for the selection of representatives. 


- The Nanking dialect, which differs from the 


official mainly in consonant, «ud compara- 
tively little in wowel sounds might le 
,acceptable but the larger number of Chinese 
from other than the two parts Indicated 
could not hope to held their own, unless they 
were among those who are well acquainted 
with the 6fficial tongue. Something, there- 
fore, will have to be done to solve this 
difficulty, if there is to be anything in the 
form of a Parliament after the foreign model. 
No doubt it may be assumed that every 
educated Chinaman speaks the official 
language, and therefure no difficulty need 
arise. This is true from the Chinese point 
of view. In other words, the officials and 
literati consider that no one who cannot 
speak the official dialect cau be regarded as 
a man of finished education ur worth listen- 
ing to upon any matters of s‘ate importance, 
But unfortunately this is just one of the old 
standing prejudices in China which it would 
be the object of representative institutions 
to do away with, by providing the means 
of the views of the mercantile and other 
classes, who, in a broader cense, are better 
educated than those too strongly imbued 
with official tradition, being duly heard. It 
would therefore be an unfortunate thing, if 
the choice of representatives were restricied 
in any such manner, and it is to be uoped 
that some solution of the difficulty may be 
found. This would not, of course, he im- 
possible by providing interpreters where 
necessary, and, in the earlier stages, this 
should be the course adopted. As time went 
on, aud it became known that a knowledge of 
the official dialect, or at least something 
approaching it, was & necessary qualification

to being elected, no doubt a much larger 
number of Chinese would perfect themselves 
in it, and, with an object of this kind 
before them, would find little difficulty in 
doing so. There are a large number of 
Chinese, outside the official classes, who 
have some knowledge of the Kwan Hua, 
but lit is net very accurate, and thev have 
no incentive to keep it up. One effect of 
representative institutions would be to 
make a common aepoken language more 
general and thus in some measure to do 
away with the localism which bas always 
been one of the chief difficulties in goveran- 
ing the Chinese as a whole. If this effect be 
produced, it will be one of the most salutary 
changes that can take place in China, 
where the great trouble has alwavs been to 
get the nation to act a3 a whole, and with a 
truly national spirit. The fact that the 
written language is the same all over China 
has heen a strongly combining force; but 
this force is hy no means eo great as that of 


a common spoken language, which is one of: 


the strongest bonds of sympathy in all parts 
of the world; and would, no doubt, prove 
to be as much so in China as in other 
places. 


HIUNG NU NOT HUNS.

Dr. Aurent Srern has proved himself a 
wodel explorer, and the results that he has 
already attained in the till lately mysterious 
regions of Central Asia lying immediately 
west of China afford an indication of what 
we may expect regarding the earlier history 
of Asiatic civilisation when his explorations 
eome to he still further extended. Lately he 
has been extending his researches into the 
districts of the Gobi immediately adjoining 
western China;-and here his researches, 
thouzh uot. to the ethnologist likely to be 
of 1s great importauco as those further west, 
will fur the purposes of the historiographer 
who desires to understand the rise of the 
imperial power of China from its foundation 
by the great T’sin Shihwangti, be of still 
greater interest. One of the great move- 
ments of Asiatic history, whose echoes 
reached as far as Imperial Rome, had its 
headquarters in these regions—the struggle 
for mastery between the Hiung Nu and the 
Hans, which lony remained undecided ; and 
it is therefore of consequence that Dr. Stein 
should start provided with the latest 
information derivable on the subject rather 
than that he should be left of his own 
devices to struygle out of the Sirbonian bo 
in which the subj-ct has been left through 
the errors of DeuutcNgs, and his modern 
followers. For his age—the earlier part 
of the eighteenth century—DeauicNnes was 
a fair Oriental scholar, but he seems to 
have known little Chinese, and to have been 
entirely dependent on second hand travs- 
lations of tha Wanhien Kanginu, itself a 
récbauffée with no critical acumen of 
older works jof very different suthority. 
Decuiones’ History of the Huns may be 
best described ‘asa work of the same age and 
similar authority with Rouwtn’s “ Ancient 
History,” aud it would |e as profitable to go 
to the latter fora history of ancient Egypt 
or: Babylon as to DeauiaNes for the an- 
cieat history of Central Asia. Our modern 
Chit-ese scholars are as deficient in critical 
judgment as their predecessors of the 
cighteenth century, and have been content 
to copy their blunders, without, of course, 
the same excuse; and so Dr. Srein, not 
himself a professing Chinese student, has 
been led into the error of confounding 
Hunni with Hiung Nu. The errur, which 
amounts to an entire falsification of the 
ethnographic history of Asia, as well as

dislocating the later history of the Romat 
Empire, is of importance, the more 
especially that neither ethnographically 
nor philologically is there any connection - 
between the two peoples, who are ia both 
respects as far apartas the poles. KnapRoTe 
a century ago shattered Decuienzs’ argue. 
ments, but the modern sinologist still, from 
ignorance or malice prepense, elects to 
repeat the error. 

Asa fact, while the swarthy low statured 
dark eyed Hunn described by Ammrancs 
Magcexuinus isan unmistakeahle Oghuz, 
all the descriptions we possess from Chinese 
sources lead to the conclusion that the 
Hiung Nu there figured belonged rather 
to the blond type; was tall, fair com. 
plexioned, and possessed that generosity 
of character which has at all times marked 
the Turk in contrast with the Oghuz type. 
The Hiung Nu was, in fact, the true fore- 
runner of the modern Osmanli in feature 
asin disposition; and the remains of his 
apeech preserved for us by Ssema T'stEN 
are distinctly of the Ozmanli type. The 
true descendants of the Hiung Nu were in 
fact the Tughul of the sixth century a nd 
the Seljuk of the tenth, and through ‘he 
latter the modern Osmanli. The Hann of 
Amm1anus who so nearly brought the early 
Byzantine Eynpite to destruction, and who 
disturbed the whole of Europe till conquered 
on the field vf Chalons, finds his closest 
modern representative in the swarthy Vo- 
gul of the Urals. 

This confusion of Turk and Oghuza is not, 
however, the only error into’ which Dr. 
Srein has been led by his false guides io 
his short description of this Gobi land. 
Equally in error, though the consequences 
are of less importance, are the supposed 
identification of Charkhlik and Leolan. 
Leolan, or ns it was apparently subsequently 
called, Shen-shen, the Nafopa, t.c. Navapur 
or Newtown of the monk Yuen Chwang wai 
undoubtedly the modern Cherchen. Origi- 
nally the capital of the old Arjuna tribes 
of Eastern Turkestin, its history is very 
instructive, and its capture formed one of 
the main achievements of the mythical 
Nanwang in the story of the Great Migra- 
tion, Charkhlik on the other hand re- 
presents the site of the mythical K’i the 
first home of the Cheos who founded the 
first kingdom in northern Chiaa, the fore- 
runner of the subsequent Empire. It is in 
fact. the Kiisse or Ch’esse of the T’sien Han 
Shu, wheu it constituted a separate king- 
dom. As Dr. Stein rightly tells us, the 
Lake Lop was in those early days far more 
extensive than at present, and so the road to 
Shen-shen had to hug the northern slopes of 
tha modern Altyn Tagh, and passed through 
the land of Kiisse, in mordern timea known 
as Gash. This territory in the time of the 
early Hans was far more fer.ile and better 
watered than in modern times, and we 
find the Emperor Wu offering it as 
pasture land to the Wusuns, who, however, 
declined it, whereupon he settled here the 
Hwanyas who had been disposseased b 
the Hiung Nu of the former homes. It 
has often been a subject of wonder why the 
ancient travellers in Central Asia going 
west from Shacheo or Tuohwang, instead: of 
proceeding due west, made a detour far 
north by way of Kbamil wheace they ha 
ceeded by Cherchen to the west. The 
explanatioa is to be found in this former 
great extension of Lop, which iu the early 
twiddle ages seemed ‘o have for a time, at 
least, blocked the southern road. Whea 
the road was re-opened the desert was 
found to have so far advanced that few 
travellers ventured on making the journey. 
Up to the time of the Wei Sha, where the 
way stations are mentioned, the lines of

monarchs seem to have been kept in good 
order, but ‘under the later monarchs of the 
dynasty, who had lost the energy of their 
predecessors these works were gradually 
suffered to full into decay, and the sandy 
desert made rapid advances, so that with 
the rise of Mohammedani«m and the decay 
of the Suddhist monasteries that had 
flourished under the rule of the earlier Wei 
sovereigns, the whole of these countries 
became a howling desert. 

Here history repents itself. In our own 
times the savage [vo T’sungt'ang was sent 
under the present regency to put down the 
Mohammedan rising “which bad taken place 
as a sequence to the rule of the Amir Yakub 
in Kashgar. T'so’a avle idea of repression 
was extermination, aud the entire country 
was devastated, and the inbabitaots, men, 
women, and children, ruthlessly aneenered. 
Tso was indeed temporarily successful : he 
made a howling wilderness of the oases that 
had up to his day survived, aud the land 
deprivei of its inhabitants, and with its 
irrigation works destroyed, has in the latter 
period of the nineteenth century become an 
Irreclnimnble desert, never more to he re- 
stored tu cultivation, Such is the story of 
Eastern Turkestan, which we are now, after 
the explorations of Dr. Srefx, keginning to 
comprehend, A much wiser course in the 
interests of humanity at large would have 
been to have listened to the prayers of 
of Yaxus Bea, and assisted him in the 
founding’ of his kingdom ; but through a 
mistaken policy of supporting China on 
every occasion, whether right or wrong, we 
have aided in the final ruin of Central Asia, 
and weakened our own rule ia India.

pear that human credulity has no limits. 
What the Chinese think of the “gift of 
tongues,” an American miracle now tuani- 
feating in Hongkong, it is impossible to say. 
It is not only they, however, who fall a 
ready prey to the Higher Foolishness, In 
various papers from Home we have been 
noticing luiely instances of what is either 
incredible credulity or deliberate depravity 
of deceit. “Serious students of psychic 
phenomena” are invited by one hitherto 
respectable j:-urnal to consider the case of 
an Italian gentleman in South Kensington, 
to whom a noise in the chimney ultimately 
prov «| to be the voice of a far away niece, 
who lad been murdered at the eame instant. 
We read that “there is no doubt as to the 
accuracy of the details.” In these days the 

ublic ought to know better than to swal- 
low all the “unimpeachable authorities ” 
so glibly trotted out by careless journaliats. 
Only lately, in connection with the proposed 
Chinese féte at Hongkong, we were asked 
to accept, ‘from quarters Known to be 
entirely trustworthy,’ the statement th it 
the price of niscaaaitios had already risen in 
consequence of the announcement of next 
month’s festival. That would doubtless be 
eufficient for some people, who would not 
even read to the end of the article, which, 
before it closed, completely contradicted its 
owh opening announcement by honestly 
admitting that it was declared by others 
that there had been uo appreciable rise in 
prices. The very article that began by 
citing an “entirely trustworthy”  testi- 
mony concluded with an acknowledgment 
that the evidence was conflicting, and 
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with a mild request that the promoters 
would ascertain the truth before pro- 
ceeding. We all want to ascartain the 
truth, as far as possible, and it 
is to be hoped that more care will te 
exercised in the use of such phraszs as 
“entirely trustworthy,” “ unimpeachable 
authority,” and the like. In people who 
teach faith—defined by an iuspired school- 
boy as “belief in what you know aint so ” 
—any amount of dogmatism is excusable, 
so long as they stick to their réle and 
don’t pretend to logical argument. A worse 
exaniple from the Home papers is fittingly j 
prefaced with the following formula, which | 
| we italicise to emphasise the way in which | 
{#o air of vouching for accuracy is generally 
| given to the careless reader. “An astound- 
ing story of spiritualism is published here 
f Rome | to-day, for the accuracy of which, 
rt is stated, many highly- placed persous are 
prepared to vouch.” Even supposing they 
were numerous, and very highly-placed — 
supposing they had vouched, instead of 
being said to be ready to vouch, nothing 
would make the astounding story believable 
toasane mind. It tells how the “ spirit ” 
ae a woman deceased besieged various 
“mediums” until at las one consented to 
communicate with her husband, who came 
and obtained information about a cum of 
money che had buried in the garden. He 
found the money, of course. Not long ago 
we noticed the case of an American 
‘scientist? who had discovered the weight 
of a human soul, Here, now, is another 
sul fussing over material money. In this 
connection, ax thee are apparently people 
who will swallow anything from talkers 
who happen to be “ highly-placed,” we may 
quote Sir Ouiver Lovae's latest. He isa 
scientist with a mental twist to which we 
do not care to put a name, and the author 


which promises to add another terror to 


childhood, Lecturing t) an audience, mostly 
fools, on “ The immortality of the soul,” he 
delivere 1 himself of the following : 


“Dhe fi st simple trath [hat must. be insisted 
on,” he said, “is the commonplace, but often 
ignored and even denied, fact that there is 
nothing immortal or persistent about the body 
except the material atoms of which it is 
com posed. 

“ Any notion that these same atoms will at 
some future dale be re-collected and united with 
the cissociated aud immaterial portion, so as to 
conatitute once more the complete man as he 
appeared here on earth, and who is thereafter to 
lust for ever, is a pagan superstition, though 

most nnfortunately believed—or at least taugbt 
—by one great branch of the Christisn Charoh. 

“TY want to make the distinct assertion that 
no really existing thing perishes, 
changes its form. 

“Physical science teaches us this clearly 
enough concerning wmatter and energy, 
the two great entities with which it bas to do.

It never rains but it pours. We have to 
return to a subject merely glanced at 
yesterday, after studying the Kev. Lord 
Witutam Gascoyne-Cecix’s article on the 
situation in Korea. In doing so, we hope 
all readers will remember that there is a 
sinc:rity of the intellect as well as of the 
heart. Though many morally honest people 
seem content to live ina mental muddle, the . 
day is long past when newspapers were 
expected to sanction all that sort of thing. 
Neo honest. endeavour to render a ciear 
situation should be feared; aud nowadays, 
meu of the Rev, Lord Gascoyne. CEcIL’s 
class and position realize that it does not 
pay to burke open discussion. The help 
and sympathy of newspapers being freely 
drawn upon by them, they ara prepared for 
criticism also. In the article reproduced on 
pages 3 and 5, Lord Gascorne-Cecin 
deprecates gencralization, and then genera- 
lizes freely. in his comparison of Koreans, 
Chinose, and Japanese. Apropos the 
Japanese lack of self-consciousness, which 
(though i ey are far froi the purity of 
Adam's !':radise) is really an Edenic 
innocence, I'e inentions that the Koreans are 
essentially :. decent people, and then his 
subsequent comments make a complete 
admission th:t their alleged decency is 
really a prurent prudery. The incident 
cited is merely a Korean instance of the 
old maid's telescope. They have, he slyly 
says, “an almost Western prejudice against 
ae knowledging the fact that women have 
legs.” We can, however, afford to pass 
over his Lordship’s reference to the “ inde- 
cency ” of the “heathea soldiery ” of Japan. 
{t is his claim that the Koreans are accept- 
ing Christianity enthusiastically and earnest- 
ly, and particularly his illustrations of 
their enthusiasm, that most require analytic 
consideration. We are told that the 
Koreans are embracing Christianity because 
in their present national circumstaices (not 
so very different, Le it noted, to those they 
have all along been experiencing, sv far as 
independence is concerned) it promises to 
salve the wound of humbled pride, and tends 
to a recovery of their ancient dignity. How ? 
Naturally, not with “ the feeble weapons of 
this world.” It muat be because it teaches 
them to love their enemies, to pray for 
them that despitefully do use them. Any 
one who kuows the Korean people 
will be surprised to be told that they 
yearn in that fashion, but the Rev. 
Lord Gascorne-Crci believes it and says 
it. One Korean, whose wife had suffered 
severely from Japanese brutality, “ came to 
the mission room”—not, like the usual 
rice-Christian, to demand intervention—but, 
according to his Lordship, “asking the 
prayers of others to enable him to perforin 
ue te difficult Christian duty of forgive- 

.” That ig positively miraculous. The 
Tape nese soldier had brokea the Korean’ 8 
e’s earthen cooking dish, and whea she 
demanded compensation, he had. struck 
her with his weapon and wounded her so

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that she had to go tothe m‘ssion hospital.” 
Conrucrus would not be go unreagonable as 
to expect the Korean husband to do 
what Lord Gascoyne-CeciL reports with 
approval. We feel shy about apeculating 
as to how many of his Lordship’s brethren 
would dream of doing it. Still, so far we 
have straightforward testimeny only, and 
we are in duty bound to accept ir, It does 
look, accepting those statements, as if the 
Korean enthusiasm and earnestness for 
Christianity are fairly claimed. But now 
take hie Lordship’s chief b't of evidence. 
Examine his aceount of the phenomenon 
which, he thinks, “should All the breast of 
every inssionary in’ China with hope” 
Ch na would be Christin in the ver future, 
he adds, if it could experience “a like 
awakening.” Jt. was at Pyeng-vane, at a 
missionary meeting. There were no “moy- 
ing” hymns, no “emotional ” speeches. 
Indeed, his Verdshij» ascertained fram 
Bishop Torner that the Koreaus asa nation 
are not emotional. ‘The phenomenon must. 
be separated “from those emotional mani- 
festations of relivion with which most of us 
are conversant under the name of revival 
meetings, and which,” his Lordship ventures 
to add, ‘most of us distrust.” How, after 
this stipulation, his Lordship’s bra could 
consent fo the subsequent comment that 
the Pyeng-sanuy phenoment were “very 
closely akin ta those deserihed in the 
journal «f Joux Wester, we 
conceive, except an the hypothesis that 
he igs one of these wham 
red to before ax inaradly honest persons 
in amental muddie. At the Pyengeyang 
wanifestation, we read that “with a rush 
a power from without scemed to take hold 
of the meeliny.”  Europe-ns deseribed its 
manifestations as terrifying, Nearly every- 
body was in “poignant mental aneuish."

The following letter from the Secretary of 
State was laid before the Legislative Council 
yesterday, by command of His Excellency the 
Governor. 

Downing Street, 
18th October, 1907. 

Sir,—In the absence of your predecessor, the 
Officer Administering the Government sab- 
mitted to me tha Report «f the Commission 
appointed to consider the administration of the 
Sanitary Regulations of Hongkong. 

Certain questions arising out of the Commis- 
sionera’ Report have already formed the subject 
of references to me, and I have no doabt that 
other matters discussed by them sre now en- 
gaging your attention.

The vaccine during the summer 
months became weakened, as no buffalo calves 
were available; some have been recently obtained 
so the strain has been fortified. 

Will, in future, a good supply of fresh 
vaccine be got ready, every year, at the begin- 
ning of the vaccination reason P Yes, as long as 
I am head of the Medical Department.

The appointee 
will be engaged on a monthly agreement, and 
will be lable to dismigeal with a month’s notice 
The second minute stated that inspectors 
engaged on ® temporary basis wonld be liable to 
dismissal witb a month's notice. These appoint- 
ments were made after tho sitting of the Com- 
mission, and the inspectors engaged were 
appointed only on a temporary basis, 

Mr. Hoorer.—There was only one thing 
atraok me in connection with this. Porbaps 
you would not be able to give us any information 
with regard to the recommendation of the Com- 
mission that all future appointments of sanitary 
inspectors should be on the same basis as police 
appointments. I suppose there is no oom- 
munication from the Government in regard to 
that. 

The PrestpENt.—The staff is now being 
diminished, a result of the report of the Com- 
mission. 

Mr. Hoop z.—With regard to the second 
minute, it would be interesting to the Board to 
beinformed why Inspector Gidley left the 
service.

THE BYARD AND THE GOVERNOB-IN-COUNCI 

Mr. Lav Cuu-pak returned to the subject of* 
the Governor-in-Counocil ignoring the recom- 
mendations of the Board, and wrote as follows : — 
“T beg to request that you will be good enough 
to furnish me and tke other members cf the 
Board, if they so wish, with a return showing 
(a) The number of the Board's recommendations 
which have been sccepted or refused by the 
Governor-io-Council from January 1, 1907 and 
(b) where the recommendations were refused 
whether the Board decided differently from 
what the Building Authority or the Medical 
Officer of Health advised.” 

The SeoRETARY'S reply was as follows : - “(a) 
The total recommendations relative to seotions 
175, 180, 188, 153, ete., since Jannary 1, numb:r 
176, (b) J!’ecommendationa refused by the 
Government, 4, (c) Still under consideration by 
the Government. 2.” 

1n the case of (b) a table wae given showing 
how the Medical O foer of Health had advised ; 
how the Board had recommanded; and the 
Government's action was attached. In the 
case of the Ko Shing Street houses, an aprlica- 
tion to erect latrines on the roof, the Medical 
Officer of Health and Board recommended grant- 
ing, bat the Government refused. 

With regard to 83 Connaught Roed, an 
application tc retain a water tank in the 
back rd, the Medical Officer of Health 
advised:—In this cave there was a [atrine 
alongside the water tank with no interspace 
between. The water in the tank was very 
dirty and there was alzo 9 bathroom in 
the backyard. I see no objection to the latrine 
and bathroom if the water tank is removed. 
The premises are used as an oil story godown. 
There are water taps available. The tank is 4 
feet 2 in. by 3 ft. 5 in. by 3 ft. and the yard is 
13 ft. by 15ft. The Board recommended that 
ve application be granted but the Government 
re ; 

“nother instance was in respect $9 31 Gea 
Street, an application to retain a water tank in 
the backyard. The Medical Officer of Health 
recommended refucal, the Board recommended 
gracting, but the Government refused. 

The fourth case referred to 351 Quean’s 
Road Weet, an application for exemption 
from complying with section 175. The 
Medical Officer of Health miauted :—The 
Board may feel disposed to grant exemption 
to 353, which is a corner house, thoagh I 
am not prepared to recommend this, but ia the 
oase of 351, I certainly think that half verandah 
and half kitchen should be provided. The pre- 
mises are fairly deep and very badly lit at the 
back. The back part of 953 fe well lit by side 
windows; the back part of 351 is very badly 
lit, especially on the groand floor. The 
Board decided to grant the application for 
exemption, subj-ct to the consent of the 
Governor-in-Coancil being obtaiaed, for so long 
as the lane in the rear was not builtover. The 
Government decided to erant the application 
for the half verandah, half kitchen, as in the 
case of 351. 

When the reply was circulated Mr. Lav 
Cuu-Pak minuted:—The Board's recent 
recommendations have been refused in almost 
every case, and as the Board hac no power to 
grant applications for exemption or modi- 
fieation such applications should im fatare 
be forwarded direct to the Government.

DISPUTED OWNERSHIP. 

Tsoi Heung-po brought action against the 
Trang Yu firm to recover $788.40 dus for goods 
sold and dalivared. 

Mr..O. D. Thorson, who appeared for the 
plaintiff, said the defendant firm carried on 
business at Tungsha village in the Fukien 
Province. On November 2nd a junk arrived 
here from that village with a quantity of 
cargo consigned to the plaintiff. In the course 
of a conversation with the jank owner tha 
plaintiff learned that there were goods on board 
consigned by the defendant firm, who sont a 
man in charge of them. The name of that 
man was the same as the present olsimant, 
As the defendants owed the plaintiff money he 
isaued a writ of foreign attachment, and notice 
5 at claim was not given until twelve days 

ter the writ had been delivered. 

His Lordship delivered judgment for plain. 
tiff on the writ, and then an issue was tried to 
decide who was the owner of tha property seized, 
Mr. H, K. Holmes appearing for the claimant 
who, he said, was a trader in Hongkong and 
had his goods shipped to this port by the same 
jank ag the plaintiff. 

After hearing the evidence, His Lordship 
gave jadgment for the claimant, with costs.

The Acting Puisne Judge said—I thought it 
better to give a written judgment in this case 
because it is a queation that has never been 
decided before, and it might be nseful in the 
Summary Court to have the reasons on record 
on which I base my judgment. 

The facts as I find them in this case are as 
follows :—The plaintiff, Ip Tsung-nin, isa salt 
fish dealer carrying on iainess at Chak Po 
village, Yueng Kong district province of 
Kwangtung. He was the owner of two fish- 
ing janks which went ont as usual to fish in 
company on the 9th of the 7th moon (August 
17, this year), ‘ne of these junks in respect 
of which this claim is brought had a crew 
of eight men, including the master—- Kong 
Luk. When at sea at about 3 a.m. next morn- 
ing (18th August) the vessel was boarded 
by armed pirates who overpowered the crew 
and forced them into the hold taking pnsaes- 
sion of her and navigating her to Ko Lan—an 
uninhabited spot on the Chinese coast. Here 
the crew were put on shore at about 3 p-m. on 
the 12th day of the 7th- moon (August 20th): 
The pirates then sailed off with the veesel and 
the boat in which they had come aboard. The 
crew made their way home by land, arriving at 
Chak Po on the 20th of the moon (Augast 28th) 
where they reported to the owner. The plaintiff 
had in fact received the news of the p racy of 
this vessel on the 11th of the moon (August 
19th) from the jak which had been ber consort, 
On August 2th he reported to the local authori- 


ties. On September 9th be went in company 
with the master to Kong Moon, thence 
to Macao and thence came to Hong: 


kong where on Septembsr 24th, he found the 
missing vessel at anchor at Shaukiwan, and 
reported to the Harbour police. The delive 
up of the junk was demanded by plaintiff's 
solicitor, but defendant was only willing to 
comply on being satisfied by the plaintiff's 
solicitor and on receiving from plaintif® the 
amoant of the purchase money with interest and 
all his expenses. This action was then com- 
menced, The defendant, Kwong Tse king, is 
a Taoist priest living at thaukiwan. He ha 
there a paper business and he also deals 
in junks which he buys for resale, On 
the 2nd of September ie saw the vessel, in 
respect of which he is now sued, at anchor 
at Shaukiwan twenty or thirty cheung from 
the shore, with a bamboo cross conepicaously 
exhibited on the port side. This is the ous- 
tomary manner at Shankiwan of giving notice 
that a junk is forsale. aving inaoected the 
vessel he entered into negotiations for her par- 
chase with one Kwan Shing, alias O Kwan, the 
apparent owner, who produced to him her 
Pugh one licence as a fishing juok which was 
regular and in order. The 9th September hav- 
ing been agreed as the date for the completion 
of the purchase, the defendant pat an n4vartige- 
ment, in the form of Exhibit 2, in three Uhinesa 
newspapers, and this advertisement remained in 
those papers from the 4th to the 9th day of 
September. Finally, the purchase was com- 
leted on September 9th, in the office of de- 
endant’s solicitora—Messrs. Wilkinson ‘and 
Grist—a bill of sale being executed and the 
eum of $950 being paid over as purchase 
money. Io my opinion the plaintiff has es- 
tablished that the junk, the subject of this claim, 
is the vessel of the possession of which he wag 
forcibly deprived by an act of piracy on the 
morning of the 18th August, I[t cannot b- 
maintained that be has in any way so conducted 
himself as to make it inequitable for him to 
easert hisclaim of ownership It was urged by 
Mr. Grist that had the plaintiff come at once to 
Hongkong and Macao, the only places where a 
stolen jank can be disposed of, he would have been 
able to forestall the sale to the defendant, I ge« 
no reason however, why the plaintiff should not 
have waited —as, in fact, hedid wait—fora ree- 
sonable time to get direct tidings of the vessel 
from his crew. [a any caso it is notooatended that 
the facts are such as would support 9 pl of 
estoppel. The plaintiff's claim then ia fuunded 
upon the goneral rule of law that no one can 
transfer a better title than h» himel€ possseges 
and asks fot the iso of the juak, or, in 
default, for her foll value ‘n money, 
Ths defence is shortly “ M irket Ov-et,” that 
is to assy, defendant claims the benefit of the 
doctrine that where the goods are sold opsaly 
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ina market in the ordinary course of business 
of such market, the buyer acquires a good title. 
I propose to examine shortly the principles 
of the doctrine “ Market Overt.” There is no 
doubt that in England the rules of market overt 
apply only to a limited class of retail trans- 
actions, The law is summarised in the note to 
Section 22 of Chalmer's Sale of Goods 4 ct, 3rd 
edition, as follows :—‘ All shops in the city of 
London are market overt for the purposes of 
their own trade, but a wharf in the oity is not 
market overt, and a sale by sample is not within 
the custom because the whole transaction must 
take place in the open market and not merely 
the formation of the contract. So, too, a sala 
of jewellery to a tradesman in his showroom is 
not within the onstom. Outside the city of 
London—markets with the cusinom of market 
overt may exist either by grant or prescrip- 
tion—but it seems that the custom does 
not apply to a market established by a local 
Act.” Now, the rules of market overt are based 
upon the custom of England ; they do not apply 
in Scotland, nor in the United States of 
America. -They have been adopted in some of 
the States of the Australian Commonwealth, 
but have never apparently been recognized in 
New South Wales. In this Colony they have 
been expressly enacted by Section 24 (1) of the 
Sale of Goods Ordinance, 1896. The words of 
the sub-section are fuller than those of the 
corresponding section of the English Act 
and, 80 far as material, are as follows :— ‘‘ Where 
goods are openly sold in a shop or 
market in this Colony in the ordinary 
course of the hu iness af such shop or market 
the bayer acquires x» good title to the 
goods,” Now it seems to me that the effect of 
the section is to extend the rules of markel 
overt in the widest sanse to the whole Colony. 

It cannot be maintained for example, that 
the word “ markets” igs ta be construed in the 
limited sense of Section 71 of the Public Health 
and Building Ordinance: on the contrary, 
the word must be given a broad general sense. 
I prefer to suppose that the Legislature, re- 
cognizing the position of the Colony as a great 
trading mart, intended to give absolute security 
toa purchaser in gord faith without notice, sub. 
ject only in the case of s olen goods to the 
reverting to the owner of the property or the 
goods on conviction of the offender. [I have 
next to inquire:—First—Do the provisions 
of the section apply to a jank ? Secondly—Was 
this sale a sale in apen market? On the first 
point, it is true. as Mr. Bowley maintains, 
that there is no market overt for ships ; but the 
reasons for that doctrine clearly app-ar in the 
case by which it is established—‘‘ Uooper r. 
Gumm, 2 Chancery Appeals 282. The case ofa 
junk is not parallel fo that of a ship, for there 
is no statutory provision limiting the transfer 
of property in junks, and I am of opinion that 
a junk falls within the definition of goods— 
“ Chattels personal other than things in action 
and money”—given in Section 2 of the Sale 
of Goods Ordinance. As to the second point, 
I have no doubt that Shaukiwan is an open 
market for the sale of junks, and it seems clear 
that the junk was openly sold according to the 
custom of that market. I am certainly bound 
to find upon the evidence that the defendant 
bought in good faith and without notice of any 
defeot or want of title on the part of the sellers, 
J, therefore, give judgment for the defendant 
who will get his costs of the action.
